Work was begun last week at Orange Grove and Lima on 
the Lima Street storm drain, scheduled for completion by Jan. 1. 

The Sierra Madre section of the drain will extend from 
Orange Grove to the Bailey Canyon and Carter debris basins. 

The entire project, termed the Arcadia Wash Channel, will extend 

from the Rio Hondo River north 
of El Monte to the Sierra Madre 
basins. 

The section from the Rio 
Hondo to Huntington Place in 
Arcadia already is completed. 

Digging is scheduled to start 
immediately from Orange Grove 
to Ramona and in the section 
south of Highland to and in¬ 
cluding Grand View. 

On June 20 the section from 
Carter to the debris basin will 
be started. 

Under the contract, sections 
to be under construction are 
limited to 1,000 feet at a stretch. 

Next year a side branch of 
the drain will be extended from 
Orange Grove up Baldwin to 
the Carter debris basin. 

The cost of the work directly 
connected with the storm drain 
will be paid by the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District 
and the U.S. Corps of Engi¬ 
neers. The city will pay for 
work not directly connected 
with the drain out of gas tax 
funds. 

The city’s share of the finan¬ 
cial burden will include the 
digging of new gutters, the con¬ 
struction of new curbs and gut¬ 
ters, excavation to lower the 
crown and repaving work.

Dog Shots 
To Be Given 
Next Week 


Census Shows 
Population of 
8,752 Here 


Inoculation of dogs against 
rabies will take place June 7, 
8 and 11 at the Sierra Madre 
School grounds. 

The shots this year are re¬ 
quired under the ordinance 
passed last January by the City 
Council. The ordinance becomes 
effective June 1, and dogs must 
be inoculated by July 1, when 
new licenses are required. 

The shots will be given by 
members of the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Veterinaries Association 
under the auspices of the PTA. 
The fee will be $1.50. 

The inoculation at the school 
grounds will employ the chick- 
embryo vaccine, whose use re¬ 
quires that the dog be re-inoc¬ 
ulated within two years. 

If owners prefer tissue-phen¬ 
olized vaccine, they must have 
their pets inoculated by private 
veterinaries. In such cases, re¬ 
inoculation must take place 
within one year. 

Police will be on hand at the 
school grounds to issue dog li¬ 
censes. 

Under the inoculation ordi¬ 
nance, violation is punishable 
by a fine of not more than $500 
or six months’ imprisonment or 
both. 

It provides that every dog 
over the age of six months 
must be inoculated unless the 
owner has a certificate proving 
past vaccination.

There are now 8,752 Sierra 
Madreans, according to official 
figures released by Benjamin 
K. Kundin, special supervisor 
for the U.S. Bureau of Census. 

The special census just com¬ 
pleted shows a gain of 983 resi¬ 
dents over the last special cen¬ 
sus taken in 1952. (The News 
last week reported unofficially 
a population gain of about 
1 , 000 .) 

The new figure is some 267 
short of the 9,019 expected from 
a projection of the 2,854 water 
meters in Sierra Madre. 

The new figures have been 
sent to Washington for certifi¬ 
cation. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
C. Bevington estimated that the 
new population figure would 
entitle the city to an increase 
of about $9,000 yearly in reve¬ 
nues from state gas tax money 
and in lieu motor vehicle li¬ 
cense taxes. The special census 
cost the city an estimated

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New Swimming Pool Needed 


It's Your AMERICA 


Our public swimming pool, 
buried in the Sierra Madre 
Canyon, is surrounded partially 
by tall Eucalyptus trees. Ad¬ 
mittedly, a picturesque setting. 

And that, unfortunately, is 
about all that can be said for 
it. 

On the debit side there is vir¬ 
tually no parking space near 
the pool, the trees filter out 
most of the sunshine, it”s too 
shallow at its deepest point— 
not much over 7 feet—to per¬ 
mit diving with safety, and the 
cost of maintenance is high. 

Last week Miss Gloria G. 
Bronte was awarded $1,250 in 
Los Angeles Superior Court to 
compensate for injuries she re¬ 
ceived when diving into the 
pool in 1953. At a recent City 
Council meeting it was revealed 
that the Recreation Commission 
for the third consecutive year 
recommended that the pool be 
closed. 

Despite these developments, 
the City Council voted unani¬ 
mously to make repairs to the 
pool insisted upon by the in¬ 
surance company and to open 


it again this summer. 

The Council’s action actually 
wasn’t as arbitrary as it 
sounds. For the Canyon Pool, 
after all, is the only one we 
have. And new pools come 
high. 

It seems about time, though, 
that the City Council do some 
serious thinking about build¬ 
ing a new pool, possibly in the 
City Park. 

With more families moving 
into our city every day, par¬ 
ticularly younger couples with 
school-age children, the need 
for a new pool will grow more 
acute each year. Likewise the 
possibility of accidents in our 
present antiquated pool will 
increase. 

The City expects to take in 
possibly $38,000 more a year as 
the result of the one per cent 
increase in the sales tax. Why 
couldn’t part of this money be 
budgeted toward a modern pool 
with proper safety features? 

Or doesn’t this come under 
the heading of “capital im¬ 
provements,” including a new 
city hall?—H.W.E.

COLUMNING HAS changed 
tremendously since 1906, when 
I accidentally became a col¬ 
umnist. That is, it was as much 
a surprise to me as to the edi¬ 
tor who gave me the job. But 
that's a long story I have too 
often had to tell. The crux of 
it is that the editor found some 
penciled copy on his desk, from 
some unknown kid, and didn”t 
read it. 

A few weeks later his col¬ 
umnist suddenly got sick. The 
editor read the stuff he had 
stuck in a drawer, in case it 
was called for, and decided it 
was good enough to print. That 
very day I had awakened blind, 
and a noted doctor had told me 
there was only a remote pos¬ 
sibility that I could ever see 
again. 

So I was astounded when my 
sister read me the humor col¬ 
umn—and it was all my stuff. 
When the editor, who had nev¬ 
er heard of me before, heard of 
my trouble he sent word to me 
to keep on writing the column. 

I thought the columnist must 
be seriously ill, and happily 
dictated the column from my 
bed every day. After months of 
that, I was able to be led 
downtown to meet the editor, 
for the first time, and learned 
by accident that the 1 columnist 
had been ill only one day. 

The editor—a salaried man 
himself—told him to take a va¬ 
cation when he learned of my 
troubles, and had been paying 
me out of his own pocket all 
that time. That’s the kind of 
wonderful human beings I have 
met repeatedly in the news¬ 
paper game. 

* * * 

COLUMNING HAS changed 


greatly, and not for the better, 
to my old-fashioned mind. In 
those days all columnists were 
poet-philosophers, and their 
one great effort was to be fqn- 
ny. Now their one great effort 
is to appear to be authorities 
on all subjects under the sun, 
and daily point out how the 
world ought to be run. But one 
must forgive them. It is much 
easier to tell others how to run 
the world than it is to be funny 
every day. 

* * * 

WHEN MY FIRST novel came 
out, Irvin Cobb congratulated 
me by saying: “A column is 
just something to read today 
and wrap up a lunch in tomor¬ 
row, but a book is something 
your grandchildren may treas¬ 
ure with pride.” 

For all that, it has been a 
wonderful experience to write 
columns. A novelist who 
reaches 100,000 readers in a 
year is doing much better than 
average, but a columnist on the 
Sierra Madre News may reach 
that many in a year, counting 
all the repeaters. 

And a columnist in the Sun¬ 
day Times may reach close to 
1,000,000 readers every week. 
The columnist is vastly closer 
to his readers than the novel¬ 
ist is—they feel he belongs to 
them. 

I have had the pleasure of 
calling thousands of admirable 
efforts and brave, heroic or 
noble individuals to public at¬ 
tention and in at least a few 
cases I have been of some help 
in bringing about justice. 

Of course, now and then I 
make someone pretty mad, too. 
AH in all, though, I wouldn’t 
trade the job of columnist for 
any other I know about, includ¬ 
ing those which pay a hundred 
times better. Especially those. 

One thing columning has 
taught me is that one who lives 
the simple life, and enjoys it, 
is far richer than anyone who 
has mere millions.

Sierra Madre 

By Robert Henry Wadsworth Longfellow Zeuschner (Age 15) 

Under the spreading Wistaria vine 
The village beauty stands; 

The queen, a lovely girl is she, 

With small and slender hands. 

And the matchless beauty of her face 
Is unequaled throughout the lands. 

Her hair is soft, and blonde, and long, 

Her voice is like a song; 

Her smile is bright, to everyone’s delight, 

She waves happily at the throng, 

And greets them all with a smile, 

For she will be our queen for awhile. 

Working, playing, and being photographed, 

Onward through the day she will go. 

Each morning begins with a laugh, 

This day will not go slow! 

Something attempted, something won, 

And now, our queen, your job is done. 

And tourists coming from far away 
Enjoy our city fair; 

Under the vine they spend the day, 

And leave without a care. 

Oh, come back to our city soon 

And see our lovely vine in bloom. 


Brutal treatment of meat ani¬ 
mals in many of our nation’s 
slaughter houses has caused 
indignation to grow among the 
public. Other famous packing 
plants use humane methods. 

Some methods used in the 
former are too horrible to list 
in detail here. Suffice it to say 
that last year nearly 90 million 
hogs, 90 million lambs, 20 mil¬ 
lion cattle a n d 10 million 
calves were put to death by 
techniques which have been 
outlawed as to cruel by most 
European countries. 

Offending the sense of decen¬ 
cy and humanity of many mil¬ 
lions of people is a serious 
thing. Damage to human sensi¬ 
bility, in my opinion, lowers 
morals and ideals. Americans 
need not tolerate a breaking 
down in moral fibre of the peo¬ 
ple. 

To abolish these cruelties in 
the United States, I have intro¬ 
duced a bill (H.R. 9603) which 
requires the use of humane 
methods in the slaughter of 
livestock and poultry in inter¬ 
state or foreign commerce. 

I am hoping for an early 
hearing by the House Agricul¬ 
ture Committee. 

Similar bills have been 
placed in the hoppers of the 
House and Senate, but mine is 
the tightest in that it gives the 
slaughter houses but two years 
to comply. Other bills allow a 
leeway as long as five years. 

* * ♦ 

PACKERS USED to defend 
their barbaric techniques with 
excuses that newer, humane 
methods tend to coagulate the 
blood of animals and spoil the 
meat. 

But new developments have 
been perfected by some slaugh¬ 
ter houses as well as by indi¬ 
viduals who have been study¬ 
ing the inhumane aspects of 
animal butchery for a long 
time. Besides being more hu¬ 


mane these new methods are 
even claimed in some cases to 
improve the quality of the 
meat. 

The Meat Institute, an asso¬ 
ciation of packers intent on 
raising the standards of ethics 
and practices in the Industry, 
has now approved the principle 
of humane slaughter and has 
approved my bill. 

Emil Paulus, a butcher i n 
Cedarburg, Wis., has developed 
an electric shock method for 
killing hogs that meets all ob¬ 
jections. 

The Remington Arms Co., has 
patented a captive bolt system 
now in use at the Seitz Pack¬ 
ing Co., St. Joseph, Mo. It fires 
a steel bolt from a pistol at a 
controlled distance, knocking 
out the animal but not spoiling 
the meat. 

* * * 

iTHE HORMEL GO., Austin, 
Minn., uses carbon dioxide gas 
to render unconscious. It works 
effectively. 

Already my bill has the 
backing of tjie American Hu¬ 
mane Association, Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Ani¬ 
mals, the Animal Welfare In¬ 
stitute of New York, and the 
Citizens Association for the 
Care of Animals, New York, 
and now the American Meat 
Institute. I was the speaker at 
the Annual Meeting of the 
ASPCA in New York recently. 

The bill meets all objections 
which could be raised on relig¬ 
ious grounds. It does not 
change the method of prepar¬ 
ing Kosher meat. 

You can help to pass it — 
and abolish the cruelties so rife 
in American slaughter houses— 
by writing directly to the House 
Agriculture Committee or by 
corresponding with friends in 
other parts of the country and 
asking them to urge their Con¬ 
gressmen to support it.

According to the Old Testa¬ 
ment, the sound of trumpets 
and shouting crumbled the 
walls of Jericho, and many ex¬ 
perts believe that the noises of 
modern civilization, in a more 
subtle way, may be undermin¬ 
ing the personalities and per¬ 
haps even the health of thou¬ 
sands of Americans. 

Noises are irritants for every 
normal personality, stated Dr. 
Thomas Parran, former Sur¬ 
geon-General of the U.S. Public 
Health Service. And, in the 
opinion of one specialist in the 
field of noise abatement, indi¬ 
viduals who live in a welter 
of city noises may become in¬ 
creasingly scrappy, cranky and 
generally hard to live with. If 
true, this could ultimately pro¬ 
duce a disastrous effect on hu¬ 
man relationships and especial¬ 
ly those related to family life.

IN GENERAL, other people’s 
noises are the most disturbing. 
When the individual himself 
makes a noise the nervous sys¬ 
tem is prepared beforehand, 
and adjustment to the shock 
is easier. 

And of course there are psy¬ 
chological factors that make a 
sound pleasant to one individu¬ 
al and annoying to others. This 
is evident in screeching voices, 
loud music, and other irritating 
sounds that sometimes emanate 
from a neighbor’s noisy party. 

Most authorities are in some 
disagreement as to what pre¬ 
cisely takes place in the human 
body as the result of continued 
exposure to noise. However, a 
large number of doctors are 
agreed that individuals who 
constantly suffer a particular 
stress, experience some kind of 
change in their nervous, glan¬ 
dular, or cardiovascular sys¬ 
tems. 

These changes result from a 
sort of gathering together of 
man’s biological forces to meet 
the strain, and after a long 
period, a permanent physical 
price is extracted for this long¬ 
standing reaction to tension. 
The end result of stress caused 
by noise might possibly be a 
nervous breakdown, a chronic 
illness, an ulcer, or even ag¬ 
gravation to an existing heart 
condition.

SECTION 1. That Section 4(b) 
of Ordinance No. 566 of the City 
of Sierra Madre entitled “AN 
ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE, CALIFORNIA, 
PROVIDING FOR THE VACCI¬ 
NATION WITH RABIES VAC¬ 
CINE OF ALL DOGS KEPT OR 
HARBORED OR BROUGHT WITH¬ 
IN THE CITY OF SIERRA 
MADRE, CALIFORNIA," adopted 
January 24, 1956, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

“Section 4(b). At the time a 
dog license of the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre is issued, it shall 
either be stamped with the 
date of vaccination and the 
type of vaccine used as shown 
on said certificate, or there 
shall be a vaccination tag is¬ 
sued by the Veterinarian at 
time of vaccination or if the 
license is issued as the result 
of the aforesaid cerificate or 
disability, the code letter “N" 
shall be stamped thereon to 
represent and mean the words 
“No Vaccination Required." 
Either the license so stamped 
or the tag issued by Veterin¬ 
arian as aforesaid shall be 
worn at all times by the dog 
for which said license is is¬ 
sued." 

SECTION 2. That the immedi¬ 
ate adoption of this Ordinance 
is urgently required for the pres¬ 
ervation of the public peace, 
safety and general welfare and 
is hereby declared to be an ur¬ 
gency measure therefor, and the 
facts constituting such urgency 
are as follows: that the program 
of the City involving the vacci¬ 
nation with rabies vaccine of all

LAW IN ACTION 


CONTRACTS 

With a contract men can work 
together, make firm plans, and get 
things done, for it is an agreement 
enforceable at law. Contracts have 

® been made with 
elaborate cere¬ 
mony—or by a 
handclasp or a 
signal in a grain 
market. 

Could we live 
in a world with¬ 
out contracts? 
Well. Robinson Crusoe on his lone¬ 
ly island did, so long as no one 
else was around. But he saved 
Friday from the cannibals—and 
at once each man took on duties 
and claimed rights: With his gun 
Crusoe could protect Friday in re¬ 
turn for Friday’s work. In effect 
they had a contract which each 
kept until their rescue years later. 

But what if we scoot off the 
planet? Couldn’t Crusoe and Fri¬ 
day escape contracts then? Of 
course, we don’t know what laws 
hold elsewhere. But a recent 
science fiction story tells of Earth’s 
destruction by a blowup on the sun. 
With only enough space ships for 


20,000 picked people, Earthmen 
blast off for Mars to start a new 
civilization. 

First they worked hard to se¬ 
cure themselves against violent 
storms and to grow crops on the 
harsh land. Then, >vith cities, new 
problems arose: People wished to 
trade their work, and stock up on 
extra food, clothes, shelter. One 
tells another, “Work my shift to¬ 
day, and I will work yours next 
week.” And so contracts came 
into being — informally at first. 
Soon simple rules became laws, 
and society moved with contracts 
quite as in the good old days back 
on Earth. 

You find the idea of a contract 
in man’s first writings. Even to¬ 
day it meets men’s complex needs 
in the age of the atom. 

When do you have a contract? 
When two or more people agree 
to do something lawful they want 
and each one binds himself to do 
his part under penalties for reneg¬ 
ing—to bring something about or 
to stop it from happening. A con¬ 
tract is the basis of our division 
of labor and the bedrock of pres¬ 
ent day civilization.

Residents protesting the zone 
change maintain that the Sears 
store Would substantially de¬ 
valuate their property, that the 
nature of the business would 
draw throngs from miles 
around bringing an increase in 
traffic and exhaust fumes, and 
generally lower the caliber of 
one of the few remaining prime 
residential sections of the area. 

Etheridge pointed out that 
Pasadena and Arcadia at pres¬ 
ent also have an agreement 
that the Michillinda property 
shall be maintained as a resi¬ 
dential area, and he said Pasa¬ 
dena planners will be “remind¬ 
ed and requested to observe the 
agreement.”
